pace with its emergency timeta- 
ble a special presidential panel 
hears final arguments today from 
both sides in the historic railroad 
featherbedding dispute.

In case that failed, Bollon said in 


a newsletter to constituents, the 
President would also ask author- 
ity to enforce compuslory arbitra- 
tion with "the threat of govern- 
ment seizure in the background.," 
Kennedy1 has said a strike would 
be intolerable and many figures 
in and out of government have 
agreed.

<AP) — Rep. 


E. C. Gathings,. D-Ark., head of a 
House Cotton Subcommittee, has

Sen. Fagan Dies 
at Little Rock 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - State 


Sen. Ellis Fagan, 58, a colorful 
and influential member of the Ar 
kansas Legislature, died Monday 
in a Little Rock hospital after a 
long illness. 


He was elected to the House of 


Representatives from P u 1 a s k i 
County in 1932, served his first 
term, and joined' the Senate in 
1935. He became one of its most 
forceful members. 


Fagan was a pioneer in aviation 


in Arkansas and he built a suc- 
cessful e l e c t r i c a l l construc- 
tion company from a small motor 
repair shop. 


He sponsored the bill creating 


the University of Arkansas Medi- 
cal Center; he co-sponsored legis- 
lation creating the Arkansas In- 
dustrial Development Commission 
and the state Teacher Retirement 
System: he was one of the most 
vocal supporters of the State Hos- 
pital 


Fagan was a leader in the fight 


creating the Highway Audit Com- 
mission which investigated alleged 
highway irregularities under for- 
mer Gov. Sidl McMath.

China Recess 
Their Talks

MOSCOW (At») - Chines* and 


Soviet delegates took another re- 
cess today in their "peace talks" 
as Moscow and Peking accused 
each other of sttetnf>tdng! to gpht 
the Communist wotkl. 


Neither delegation showed up at 


the house in the Lenin Hills where 
they have been meeting. Each 
side apparently was trying to 
force the other to break off the 
stalemated talks. 


The Chinese maintained silence 


over whether they would continue 
to meet with the Russians. The 
Soviet Foreign Office said, "We 
have no information,," when asked 
if the Chinese planned to leave 
for home soon. 


Meanwhile, Peking for the first 


time 
publicly attacked 
Soviet 


economic and military aid to In- 
dia during last fall's Chinese-In- 
dian border war. 


The Soviet press was flooded 


with attacks 
on the Chinese. 


Abandoning the polite phrasing 
which even a week ago character- 
ized most Soviet comments on 
China, 
the 
Soviet 
Communist 


party newspaper Pravda blasted 
"the erroneous views and actions 
of the leaders of the Communist 
party of China which weaken the 
unity of the world Socialist camp 
and1 the international Communist 
movement." 


The Soviet government 
news- 


paper Izvestia Monday accused 
the Chinese of trying to shift the 
center of international 
commu- 


nism from the Kremlin and of set- 
ting colored races against white. 


Reel China is only one step 


from "a schism of the world 
Communist center," Izvcstia said. 


It said Peking was trying to 


fincli allies among the non-white 
nations on the basis of "the op- 
position of the colored peoples and 
the white race and the demarca- 
tion of peoples according to ra- 
cial, 
national 
and 
continental 


lines." 


The Chinese attack on India 


was aimed at the point where the 
split occurs. 
The Soviet government! has been 
trying to keep an open door into 
neutralist India with much publi- 
cized aid1. It is a sample of the 
use of economic aid by which the 
Soviet government hopes1 to pur- 
sue the Communist revolution 
without risking nuclear war.
